In as much as Colonel Mark Kim- 
berling, prison keeper, is delaying the 
execution of Bruno Richard Haupt- 
mann at the request of the jury on 
the possibility it may return an in- 
dictment and thus provide the basis 
for a further stay for Hauptmann, 
the dismissal of charges against Wen- 
del would remove one of Bruno’s last 
hopes to evade paying the death pen- 
alty, observers said.

Official Sees Indictment. 

Earlier a high state official had 
expressed a belief there would be an 
indictment in the case.

ficulties of punishing lynchers in their 
states. They would not name the gov- 
ernors., 

The Van Nuys resolution forth 
in its preamble that 14 lynch ngs of 
whites and negroes have occurred in 
seven states aince May 1, 10935. when 
the senate sidetracked the Wagner- 
Costigan bill imposing severe penal- 
ties on local officers and counties for 
failure to protect.prisoners from mobs.

Instead of being eliminated, the 
unfair and unjust freight rate: dif- 
ferentials against southern shippers 
are growing worse. That this is 
true is proven in a communication, 
appearing elsewhere on this page, 
by C. T. Kilgore, traffic manager 
of the Cotton Manufacturers’ Asso- 
clation of Georgia. 

In commenting upon the new 
rates ordered put into effect in 
May by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, Mr. Kilgore expresses 
serious doubt whether the southern 
textile industry will be able to bear 
the new burden put upon it by 
these revisions upward of differen- 


tials that were already intolerable. | 


The amazing thing is that the 
senators and congressmen repre- 
senting the southern states seem to 
be blind to the threat to the new 
and fast-growing industrial develop- 
ment in the south. 

The existing differentials are 
based on conditions existing 50 
years ago and on the theory that 
railroads in sections where traffic 
is the most dense were entitled to 
lower rates. 

It is a poor rule that does not 
work both ways. 

The big eastern railroads have 


bitterly fought the order of the 
commission calling for reduced pas- 


senger rates to the level of those of 
the south and west. 

If density of traffic applies in 
governing rates in one instance, it 
certainly should apply in both. 

But the density of traffic basis is 
effete, out of date and archaic and 
the existing situation is intolerably 
unjust to the shippers of the south. 

It is time for the senators and 
representatives in congress from 
this section to awaken to the fact 
that not only the industrial develop- 
ment but the general welfare of this 
section is in danger of being seri- 
ously affected in order that an un- 
fair advantage may be given to the 
industrial interests and the shippers 
of another section. 

If the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission does not, then congress 
should rectify this inexcusable con- 


dition.

of the links of which are little more

Most of the highway is well 
paved but the condition of the two 
links in Greene and Warren coun- 
ties render the entire route worth- 
less for through motor car trans- 
portation in wet weather. 

These two links are comparative- 
ly short and could be paved in a 
few months’ time, completing a mod- 
ern, all-weather highway along this 
all-important route. 

This could be done in a few 
weeks with the release of the $18,- 
000,000 of federal highway funds 
allocated to Georgia, and ready to 
be turned over to the state as soon 
as it emerges from the chaos into 
which it has plunged.

Is France 
jealous now that she sees Germany 
growing strong again in a military 
sense and is she afraid that the first 
position on the European continent 
will slip away from her? 


France Utterly Peaceful. 


No Frenchman, from the chief of 
the government down to the humblest 
peasant in the fields, has the slightest 
ambition to fight Germany. No 
Frenchman refuses to live in peace and 
amity with his neighbor across the 
Rhine. No Frenchman objects to a re- 
conciliation with Germany. Every cit- 
izen in the land of Francé, which has 
an enlightened public press, realizes 
the latent danger residing in the eter- 
nal friction with a country that is po- 
tentially as powerful as Germany. 
But Germany poses one condition for 
that “definite peace” which Hitler 
proposes. And that condition is for 
France to abandon her eastern Euro- 
pean allies. All Hitler asks is a free 
hand in the east, against Austria, 
against Czechoslovakia, against the 
Baltic republics and against the soviet 
union. And if France does not freely 
give him this free hand, well then 
Herr Hitler throws an army into the 
Rhineland, as he has just done, and 
starts to build a wall of steel and ce- 
ment, which will keep the French 
army captive behind the.Rhine and 
some.day France will have to look.on 
impotently as Germany smashes the 
one country after the other and then— 
turns back and annihilates France her- 
self. That is why France objects. That 
is why France in opposing Herr Hit- 
ers “peace” is fighting for her life. 


The Watch on the Rhine. 


If France leaves Hitler free to mili- 
tarize her borders, she signs her own 
death warrant. Paralyzed behind the 
Rhine as the French army would be 
in that case, France sinks to the po- 
sition of a second-grade power in Eu- 
rope. Yet before Hitler can strike 
out eastward, he must make sure of 
France, he must lock France up be- 
hind the Rhine. That is why he mov- 
ed his army into the Rhineland. That 
was the first step to immobilize 
France. That Rhineland occupation is 
not just another show of prestige, as 
we have already had so many in the 
reich.

Therefore, he pushes on ‘in the same 
direction, arming, arming and once 
more arming. The finances of Ger- 
many have been mortgaged for dec- 
ades ahead to pay for the present ar- 
mament campaign. He cannot stop 
even if he should want to. He is the 
prisoner of a monster. of his own crea- 
tion. That monster is going to devour 
the German ple. For Germany will 
not come off as easily from the next 
war as she did from the last.

the earnings of a stable of street- 
walkers. 

Nevertheless, by rigid discipline and 
the threat of the concentration camp 
on their return to that freedom which 
Hitler gave them in Germany, they 
were able to effect a certain pretense 
which the British, through their news- 
papers, were glad to exploit as a mar- 
velous paradox. To them it had been 
an amusing tacle, like that of a 
stage baboon in a dress syit using a 
knife and fork. 

The illness and death of Kin 
George presented two more opportuni- 
ties to make social capital; and Hitler, 
like an old-time fight manager in the 
“no-decision” days, was first to the 
wire with his telegrams of solicitude 
and condolence, respectively. If the 
British saw the insult to the memory 
of a great democrat inherent in the 
tribute of an assassin who employed 
terror wherever King George used 
reason and justice, they were too well 
mannered to mention the matter, so 
Hitler's telegrams were accepted as 
of equal value to the messages from 
comparatively decent men like Carol, 
the royal Rumanian rumpot. 


Bending Moreover, the British have 

an optimistic illusion that 
Treaties. the nazi is a human being 
under his-scales, and their 
present tolerance is not an acceptance 
of the brute so much as a hope that 
by encouragement and an appeal to 
his better nature he may one day be 
housebroken. And, finally, they are 
having a very prosperous time on the 
average and wish to avoid war and 
enjoy their freedom.even at the cost 
of bending a few treaties. 

In moving his army from the winter 
Olympic games to the Rhine, Hitler 
put the British to a test too great 
for the idealism of any people. He 
faced them with a new war with all 
its familiar horrdrs in defense of a 
mere principle. It was different in 
1914 when the Germans lit out for 
Calais, where they would have dug 
themselves in permanently as con- 
querors in a position to threaten the 
2 little isle and dispute the chan- 
nel, 


Furthermore, the Germans were giv- 
ing the British a hard wrestle for 
world markets in those days, and the 
challenge to the nation could not be 
avoided, although the common man 
thought he was fighting for his ideals. 
In the present case, however, the Brit- 
ish have looked for reasons to avoid 
a war without humiliation, and in 
casting about for something they have 
taken to blaming their old pails, the 
French, for bearing down too hard on 
the nazis. 

To blame France is to justify Hitler, 
and to justify him is to condone his 
works, so the nazi regime enjoys some 
prestige from the present situation. 
Then, too, as much as the British ac- 
cuse the French, they in turn find 
themselves criticized in the French 
newspapers, the whole business tend- 
ing to weaken their front and to as- 
sist Hitler just that much. 


France The British, of course, 
know all about the 
An Enemy. fury of the domestic 

; regime in Germany, 
having read a thousand details or seen 
the terror themselves. They know, 
too, that Hitler's book calls France 
an enemy who must be destroyed, and 
they are aware that the Fuehrer keeps 
thousands of conspirators at work un- 
dermining the governments of Czecho- 
slovakia, Poland, Austria, Rumania 
and even Switzerland, while he offers 


peace. 

They saw that when Dr. Gutzloff 
was shot in Switzerland, Hitler 
acknowledged him as a government 
agent assigned to sabotage the Swiss 
nation, although Gutzloff had Se 
as a private individual and his Swiss 
nazi political club as a social institu- 
tion. But, like vice, the monster, 
Hitlerism, become a familiar fig- 
ure in Europe and has lost its power 
to shock. 

On the other hand, the British are 
impressed by acts of civility, which 
come so strangely from the nazis. 
Thus, at the present moment, they are 
not even amused by the absurdity of 
the Hitler election—so farcial com- 
pared to one of their own. 

But they do feel a faint stir of 
friendship against their better judg- 
ment on reading that the North Ger- 
man Lloyd and the Hamburg Amer- 
ican sent courteous greetings to the 
skipper of their own new Queen Mary, 
who answered them in kind.

Freight Rate Revision Ordered by I. C. C. 
Puts Heavier Burden on Southem Industry 


Editon Constitution: I have read 
with a great deal of interest, your edi- 
torial in Sunday’s Constitution on 
southern freight rates and especially 
am I interested iu that part relating 
to the disparity in the level of rates 
in southern territory versus rates 
northern territory or from south 
territory into northern territory. 


The textile industry in the south is 
facing a drastic increase in freight 
rates, a result of a general revision 
made necessary in the rail carriers 
complying with the requirements of 
the fourth section of the act to regu- 
late commerce. 

As the commission’s order now 
stands, the increases will become ef- 
fective May 8, 1936. Through addi- 
tional absorption by our southern mills 
made necessary by reductions in the 
general level of textile rates in the 
north coupled with the increases from 
the south to the north, to maintain the 
present volume of traffic, or our mills 
hold their present business, the in- 
crease in cost to our mills in Georgia 


§ | alone will be in excess of $225,000 an- 


nually. 

For a long time, rates on textiles 
from Georgia mill points to northern 
markets have been on a market com- 
petitive basis without regard to dis- 
tance, especially is this true with re- 
spect to rates to states in the middle 
west such as Ohio, Michigan, Indiana 
and Illinois, the origins in Georgia be- 
ing in only two rate groups. For illus- 
tration, today our rates on cotton 
fabrics to Chicago, Ill., are from At- 
lanta, 83 cents, a distance of 729 
miles; from Columbus, 83 cents, a dis- 
tance of 804 miles; from Valdosta, 89 
cents, a distance of 968 miles. From 
Boston to Chicago, the rate today is 
86 cents for a distance of 972 miles-— 
four miles greater than the most dis- 
tant mill point in Georgia, Valdosta. 

Drastic Changes. 

_Under the commission’s tecent de- 
cision, however, the situation will be 
drastically changed. The new rates 
will be from Atlanta 96 cents; Colum- 
bus, $1.02, and from Valdosta, $1.14;

It will be noted: Boston rate will be 
only 1 cent higher than from Atlanta, 
even though the distance from Atlanta’ 
to Chicago is less by 243 miles than 
the distance from Boston to Chicago. 


The distance from Boston to Chicago | 


is four miles greater than the dis-: 
tance from Valdosta to Chicago but 
under the commission’s decision, Val- 
dosta will have a rate of $1.14 per 
hundred pounds or 17 cents per hun- 
dred pounds higher, even though the 
distance is less by four miles. 

Under the commission’s decision, 
the relationship will be even more 
drastically disrupted to interior east- 
ern points. Today, we have rates to 
the interior east which are lower, if 
measured by distance, than are in ef- 
fect from points in New England. The 
rates were originally established with- 
out regard to distance and were 
made lower, mile per mile, to enable 
southern mills to get into the densely 
populated eastern territory on a com- 
petitive basis—the same as New Eng- 
land mills were permitted to get into 
the middle west. 

South at Disadvantage. 

To give you some idea of the dras- 
tic change in relationship the com- 
mission’s order will bring about to 
the interior east, we will take the 
present and commission ordered rates 
from Macon, Ga., to Rochester, N. Y., 
as compared with the rates from Man- 
chester, N. H. The present rate to 
Rochester from Macon, Ga., is 88 
cents, a distance of 1.071 miles; the 
rate from Manchester, N. H., is 71 
cents, a distance of 424 miles. The 

rescribed rates by the Interstate 

mmerce Commission are from Ma- 
con, $1.17, and from Manchester, N. 
H., 64 cents. 
It will be observed that in order 
for a mill in Macon to sell its fabrics 
in Rochester, N. Y., under the rates 
as prescribed by the commission, it 
will be necessary for that mill to ab- 
sorb an additional 19 cents per hun- 
dred pounds over the amount of 17 
cents whieh it is now absorbing in or- 
der to be on a parity with the New 
England mill point. On a sale of 200,- 
000 pounds of fabrics, the Macon mi 
today must absorb, or equalize, freight 


amounting to $340. But in order to 
meet competition under the revised 
rates, it would be necessary for that 
mill to absorb $720 on the same sale 
or an additional sum of $380 over 
present absorption. 


Can the southern textile industry 
stand it? We doubt it seriously, and 
are hopeful that the revision not 
be actually placed in effect as now or 
dered by the commission. If the re- 
vision becomes effective, such drastic 
increases may force the textile mills 
into the transportation business.

alert to get sufficient vitamin C. 

A certain daily ration of vitamin C 
in one form or another is essential to 
prevent dental defects, malnutrition 
and scurvy. An adequate supply of 
vitamin © tends to maintain proper 
watt energy, complexion and good 


Certain animals have scurvy when 
deprived of yitamin C while certain 
others seem not subject to this condi- 

ea pigs, dogs, monkeys 
develop scurvy; but 


the food. But cooking or heating in 
vacuum is much less destructive to 
vitamin C, This explains why factory 
canned tomato or tomato juice is a 
source of vitamin’ © for infant 
eeding, whereas home canned fruits 
or vegetables are not. 
A — or a canned —— 
juice is equivalent to orange juice in 
vitamin C content, and contains about 
eight times as much vitamin B as does 
orange juice. Orange juice, however, 
is more nourishing—one ounce yields 
12 calories, compared with tomato 
juice, one ounce of which yields only 
six calories. 

Habitual deficiency in the vitamin C 
ration may be a cause of the common- 
est type of anemia, and in such 
anemia an optimal ration of vitamin 
C—that is more vitamin C daily than 
is ordinarily deemed necessary to 
prevent deficiency disease—is more ef- 
fective treatment than iron, liver or 
other remedies. 

A liberal supply of vitamin C, ac- 
cording to some research investiga- 


tions, may prevent tooth decay. 


Symptoms of scurvy, due to lack of 
vitamin O, are spongy swollen bleeding 
s, loosening of teeth, pains in legs, 
lack and blue marks from trivial or 
no apparent causes.

The Macon office of the WPA sent 
representatives to assist in the relief 
work and Red Cross workers in At- 
lanta also had workers en route. 

Business was practically at a etand- 
still here today and telephone and 
telegraph companies were taxed with 
calls of people inquiring about rela- 
tives and friends. 

The storm wrecked two large school 
huildings and at least 25 of the city's 
finest residences. 

C.. A. Pound, of the Cordele Dis- 
patch, described the homes as “badly 
splintered.” He said it was like big 
charges of dynamite had been explod- 
ed in them. 

Police Sergeant George Bussey said 
“the picture is worse *than anything 
I ever saw in newspaper pictures.” 

J. T. Anderson, secretary of the 
Cordele Chamber of Commerce, de- 


scribed the effect of the storm on the 
$40,000 high school building: 


“From my home, just across the 
street from the high school buildin 
I saw the storm wrecking a part o 
that structure. 

“Tt started lifting off sections of 
the roof, piece by ney and then 
bricks began ‘to fly. it is a two-story 
building. After awhile the wind died 
down, but it blew out a piece of the 
back part of the building. 

Struck Suddenly. 

“The storm came up all of a sudden. 
It began raining. hen quiet—then 
it turned very dark. 

“Tt sounded like a freight train was 
out in my yard. I looked around and 
saw the wind whipping the trees. Then 
it started on the high school building. 

The. storm struck before school 
opened, and there were no children in 
either of the two buildings. 

Adjutant General Lindley Camp, 
head of the Georgia national guard, 
said at Atlanta: 

“The Governor has ordered me to 
offer to the people of ‘the stricken 
area such aid and equipment of the 
national guard as is needed.

| Convicts and Free Men Alike Swing Picks in Clearing 


Debris of $1,000,000 Storm Which Swept Path 
300 Yards Wide Clear; Schools Damaged. 


By SYDNEY: ROBERTS, 
Associated Press Staff Writer. 

CORDELE, Ga., . April 2-—(/)— 
Rescue workers toiled over a two-mile 
path of splintered debris, 300 yards 
wide, in the search tonight for vic- 
tims of the Cordele tornado. 

Convicts and free men alike swung 
picks and, shovels to clear away the 
wreckage of the $1,000,000 storm. 

All were impressed by the power of 
the twister which caught the city un- 
awares soon after dawn. 

Everything in its path was leveled. 

Houses were smashed into kindling 
wood, and debris was scattered every- 
where. 

It looked as if someone had turned 
a giant electric fan on little houses 
of cards, except that the storm dealt 
more viciously, -twisting, tearing, 
crumbling everything in its path. 

School Wrecked. 


Two fine school buildings were 
among the structures hit. 

The O’Neal grammar school and 
annex was rendered valueless. 

The roof of the high school build- 
ing was ripped off and the building 
otherwise badly damaged. It wouldn't 
surprise me if they had to rebuild it. 

In various parts:of the area, crews 
of convicts swung picks and shovels 
into the debris, seeking ies. 

National guardsmen, carrying 
with fixed bayonets, patrolled. ass- 
ers-by were kept moving, and the 
guardsmen kept a sharp lookout for 
vandals. 

Typical of the storm’s fury was a 
trick it played on a Southern railway 
freight train. The train was caught 
in the path of the storm, and left 
stalled, because the storm lifted up a 
box car and toppled it over. 

The open box cars of the train then 
were filled with reckage, 
shingles, pieces of roofing and other 
junk, carried there by the winds. 

Not a thing, as hard to believe as 
that is, was left standing in the 
storm’s path. 

Fine homes and negro shacks were 
crumpled alike. e storm hit the 
fine homes in one section, and a negro 
settlement in another part of town. 

The people here are going about the 
work of rehabilitation. You see few 
long faces. Most of them are of good 
spirit—nearly everyone, in fact. 

A relief office was opened at the 
Chamber of Commerce office down- 
town. Workers—local, state and fed- 
eral—are trying to get a true picture 
of the relief needs. 

Downtown Area 

The downtown section escaped 
harm. Outside the storm area, only 
a few buildings and homes were hurt, 
although I did see one house, about 
a mile from the devastated zone, with 
a chimney pitehed through the roof. 

At one point in the storm zone, a 
great crowd gathered to watch work- 
men dig up an iron safe, buried under 
wreckage. It looked as if the building 
once had been a filling station. 

At another place, a few pieces of

Revenue Rider Contemplates 
Elimination of ‘Pro- 
fessionalism.’

An amendment to the South Caro- 
lina appropriations bill requiring col- 
leges drawing state funds to co-op- 
erate with institutions in other states 
toward eliminating “professionalism” 
from intercollegiate athletics was pro- 
posed in the senate Thursday.

Chief among the Indian tribes are 
the Aztecs, who number close to 2,000,-

city of Mexico, and many still live 
on the central plateau.

WASHINGTON, April 2—(7)— 
A special house investigating commit-
